CAPITAL  GRANTS  AND  DISBURSEMENTS 
FOR  WATER  AND  SEWAGE  INFRASTRUCTURE  DEVELOPMENT 


Objective: 


To  provide  assistance  to  municipalities  for  construction 
of  water  and  sewage  works  facilities. 


Funding  Categories: 

Disbursements 

Water  and  sewage  works  facilities  are  constructed 
under  two  types  of  agreements: 

(i)   Ministry/Municipal  Joint  Projects:   Financed 
under  term  agreements  up  to  a  maximum  of 
30  years  after  which  time  the  municipality 
may  acquire  ownership. 

(ii)   Provincial  Projects:   Financed  and  owned  by 
the  Province.   Capital  and  operating  costs 
are  recovered  through  water  or  sewage 
service  rates/charges. 

Since  April  1978,  few  new  projects  have  been 
approved  under  this  activity.   New  requests  from 
municipalities  have  been  handled  under  the  Up-Front 
Grants  Activity.

Up-Front  Grants 

On  April  1,  1978  the  Province  converted  its  capital 
assistance  for  water  and  sewage  works  from 
amortized  loans  and  subsidies  to  direct  or  up-front 
grants.   The  intent  was  to  encompass  most  projects 
previously  funded  through  Disbursements.   Repairs 
of  private  water  and  sewage  systems  are  also  funded 
under  this  activity.   Provincial  efforts  to  improve 
water  quality  at  Ontario's  beaches  are  funded  under 
this  item  as  well  (funding  doubled  from 
approximately  $15.0  million  to  approximately 
$30.0  million) .

Infrastructure  Rehabilitation 

In  1986,  the  Ministry  introduced  an  activity  to 
assist  in  the  preparation  of  "Infrastructure 
Planning  Studies"  in  an  effort  to  compile  an 
inventory  of  underground  water  and  sewer  systems, 
and  develop  cost  effective  initiatives  for  the 
renewal  of  these  systems.   The  Ministry  began 
funding  the  actual  rehabilitation  work  in  1987. 
The  funding  for  1989-90  includes  $5.0  million  for 
studies  and  $7.0  million  for  construction.

Canada/Ontario  Agreement  Sewage  Program  (COASP) 

This  federally-funded  initiative  provides 
assistance  towards  the  construction  of  municipal 
water  and  sewage  works  facilities. 

COASP  funds  are  provided  in  the  form  of  grants  for 
sewage  treatment  projects  under  the  Canada-Ontario 
Agreement  to  improve  water  quality  in  the  Great 
Lakes  Basin.   This  program  was  completed  in 
1987-88.

Regional  Priorities 

The  Ministry  of  Northern  Development  and  Mines 
administers  this  activity  as  part  of  its  program  to 
upgrade  the  economic  and  social  environment  of 
Northern  Ontario.   It  authorizes  expenditures  by 
the  Ministry  of  the  Environment  on  its  behalf  for 
the  construction  of  water  and  sewage  works 
facilities  in  Northern  Ontario  municipalities.

Eligibility  Criteria; 

Local  water  and  sewage  servicing  problems  are  ranked  and 
weighted  on  the  basis  of  health,  environmental  and 
growth  factors. 


Rehabilitation  projects  are  ranked  according  to  the  age 
and  defects  of  the  systems  in  question. 


Funding  Mechanism:   Regular  Water  and  Sewer  Projects 

Grant  funding  depends  on  the  population  served  by  the 
facility  in  question.   Grants  cover: 

85%  of  costs  where  population  is  1,000  or  less. 

15%  up  to  or  33.33%  of  costs  where  population  is 
greater  than  7,500.* 

a  percentage  on  a  sliding  scale  between  85%  and 
33%  of  costs  where  population  is  between  1,000 
and  7,500. 


Funding  Mechanism:   Rural  Waterlines  and  Rehabilitation 
Projects 

Rural  waterlines  (minimal  systems  in  primarily 
agricultural  areas)  are  funded  at  the  33.33%  level. 

Infrastructure  Planning  Studies  (Needs  Studies)  for 
rehabilitation  of  water  and  sewer  systems  are  funded  at 
a  level  of  not  more  than  85%  and  not  less  than  50% 
depending  on  population. 

The  actual  work  of  rehabilitating  water  and  sewer 
infrastructure  is  funded  at  the  33.33%  level.

Project  Engineering  Branch 


The  exact  percentage  is  determined  as  follows: 

33.33%  for  projects  or  components  of  projects  designed 
to  correct  health  or  environmental  problems;  15%  for 
projects  or  components  designed  to  serve  residential  or 
industrial  growth. 


ON-SITE  SEWAGE  GRANTS 


Objective: 


To  assist  municipalities  and  health  units  in 
administering  Part  VII  of  the  Environmental  Protection 
Act  (Part  VII  requires  that  on-site  sewage  systems 
receive  a  Certificate  of  Approval  prior  to  installation, 
and  a  use  permit  before  use,  and  that  on-site  sewage 
systems  are  kept  in  a  functional  state). 


Eligibility  Criteria: 

Any  municipality  or  health  unit  which  enters  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Ministry  to  administer  Part  VII  of 
the  Environmental  Protection  Act  is  eligible  for 
payments .

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PESTICIDES  RESEARCH  GRANTS 

Objective: 

To  support  research  on  pesticides:

environmentally  hazardous  and  therefore  restricted 
in  use; 

to  determine  potential  environmental  hazards  with 
pesticides  currently  in  use; 

to  reduce  pesticide  inputs  into  the  environment. 

Eligibility  Criteria: 

Universities  or  other  organizations  submitting  research 
proposals  related  to  the  Ministry's  research  needs  and 
the  pesticides  research  program  objectives  are  eligible 
for  funding. 


Fiinding: 


Payments  are  made  as  grants  to  the  organization 
conducting  the  research.

TERMITE  CONTROL  GRANTS 


Objective: 


To  assist  municipalities  in  controlling  and 
exterminating  termites. 


Eligibility  Criteria: 

Any  municipality  with  a  termite  infestation  is  eligible 
for  grants  if: 

it  has  a  termite  control  by-law;   and 

it  enters  into  an  agreement  to  administer  the  funds 
as  directed  by  the  Ministry. 


Funding: 

Grants  are  available  for  owners  of  single  family  homes 
through  municipalities. 

Sixty  percent  of  the  treatment  cost  is  provided  to  a 
maximum  of  $2,000.   Pretreatment  of  new  structures  is 
eligible  for  60%  of  the  treatment  cost  to  a  maximum  of 
$1,000.

Obj  active : 


To  reduce  household  hazardous  waste  disposal  to  sanitary 
sewers  and  landfills. 

To  assist  in  determining  an  environmentally  superior 
method  of  managing  household  hazardous  wastes. 

To  reduce  the  potential  of  injuries  to  refuse  collection 

and  disposal  workers. 

To  increase  public  awareness  of  hazardous  waste  issues. 

To  aid  in  the  development  of  a  sustainable,  long-term 
strategy  for  management  of  this  waste  stream. 


Eligibility  Criteria: 

Any  municipality  establishing  a  household  hazardous 
waste  collection  program  or  project  is  eligible  for 
financial  assistance. 

Municipalities  are  prioritized  on  the  basis  of  health 
and  environmental  concerns. 


Funding: 


The  Ministry  will  provide  up  to  50%  of  approved 
operating  costs  to  municipalities  as  a  grant.   Maximum 
grant  payment:   $10,000.

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ASSISTANCE  FOR  INDUSTRIAL  4RS 


Obj  ective : 


To  provide  assistance  to  private  companies  undertaking 
industrial  waste  reduction,  reuse,  recycling  and 
recovery  (4Rs)  initiatives. 


Eligibility  Criteria: 

All  industrial/commercial  sectors  may  apply  for 
assistance  but  municipalities  are  ineligible. 

Projects  eligible  for  assistance  are  feasibility 
studies,  reduction,  reuse,  recycling  or  recovery  of 
wastes,  process  or  equipment  modification  or  evaluation, 
demonstration  of  technology,  upgrading  existing 
operations  beyond  current  state-of-the-art  for  a 
particular  industry  and  research. 


Funding : 


Grants  for  capital  funding  will  be  provided  up  to  the 
proponent's  equity  in  a  project,  to  a  maximum  of  50%  of 
eligible  cost.^. 

Grants  for  start-up/commissioning  costs  are  to  a  maximum 
of  50%  for  a  defined  time  limit. 

Grants  for  research  or  demonstration/evaluation  of  a 
technology  or  process  are  to  a  maximum  of  100%  of 
el igible  costs .

Obj  ective : 


To  assist  the  development  or  expansion  of  municipal 
waste  reduction,  reuse,  recycling  and  recovery  (4Rs) 
proj  ects . 


Eligibility  Criteria: 

Recycling 

Multi-material  source  separation  projects  which 
are  municipally  endorsed  and  which  demonstrate 
future  financial  viability  are  eligible  for 

assistance . 

Assistance  is  provided  to  municipalities  and 
non-profit  organizations  for  feasibility  studies  as 
well  as  capital,  operating  and  promotion  costs. 

Assistance  for  Demonstration  projects  and  Education 
projects  is  available  to  municipalities,  other 
groups,  individuals  and  companies. 

Reduction/Reuse 

Projects  aimed  at  altering  consumer  behaviour  to 
effect  a  reduction  in  waste  generation. 

Assistance  for  municipalities,  private  sector 
organizations  and  individuals  for  promotion  costs, 
capital  costs  and  development  costs. 

Recovery 

Projects  for  facilities  to  recover  or  process 
paper,  refuse-derived  fuel,  compost  or  other 
materials  from  mixed  solid  waste. 

Municipalities  or  groups  of  municipalities  may 
receive  funding  for  capital  costs  or  research  and 
development . 

Private  sector  proposals  may  be  submitted  through 

the  municipality.

Net  operating  costs  over  five  years;   maximum 
assistance  amount  based  on  a  declining  percentage

Any  university,  college,  research  foundation, 
municipality,  or  private  interest  group  undertaking  a 
research  study  to  meet  the  stated  objective  is  eligible 
for  assistance. 


Funding : 

Generally  100%  of  project  costs  including  salary, 
travel,  supplies,  equipment  and  services. 

Projects  are  from  one  to  three  years'  duration  and 
selections  are  based  on  a  comprehensive  technical 
evaluation  of  the  research  proposal,  and  on  final 
recommendation  by  the  Research  Advisory  Committee.
